Shortly after noon yesterday one of the 
worst thunder storms of the season crashed 
down upon Andover and rocked the town 
with deafening blasts which continued to 
recur for the better part of halfan hour. The 
first indication of the storm was a sudden 
almost total eclipse of the windows, which 
presently rattled soundly to a preliminary 
volley of hailstones. Then a grey wall of 
rain drove down from the northwest and 
sluiced along streets and roofs in a wind- 
whipped barrage of spattering gusts. 

When the storm was sufficiently past its 
zenith to permit of sight and hearing, a 
glance down Main street revealed some 
debris strewn about the pavement where the 
water had carried it, while a street car head- 
ing up the hill plowed grandly through the 
puddles with a big limb in its teeth. The 
limb was split from one of the trees in the 
vacant lot beside the new bank building, and 
a citizen was heard to remark kindly upon 
the spirit of cooperation shown by the motor- 
man who removed it from thepublic thorough- 
fare. 

The full extent of the damage sustained in 
and around Andover is still more or less a 
matter of conjecture. A superficial survey 
of the immediate locality revealed a state of 
things deplorably suggestive of the havoc 
that must have been wrought in more ex- 
posed areas, Lightning struck a tree by the 
unoccupied Gabeler house at No. 8 Locke 
street and shivered it to splinters. Two 
houses up, the lawn of a neighbor was half 
buried beneath branches and fragments 
which had been torn from a splendid shade 
tree in front of the house. Where Locke 
street joins Abbot street an electrical trans- 
former glowed fitfully to a sullen red and 
waned again with a hoarse “‘zoom that 
echoed moodily through the dripping and 
still rain-dimmed corridors of beaten foliage. 

Abbot street was heaped with piles of great 
limbs which, even before the storm had ex- 
hausted itself, the Andover Tree Department 
had gathered to one side in preparation for 
removal. Occasionally some huge maple or 
oak would sag dolefully under the weight of 
a ponderous branch which had been arrested 
in its fall by the intervening branches. 

Bartlet street, while it did not seem to have 
fared as badly as some others, nevertheless 
presented a rather draggled appearance. In 
many places the flower beds were smashed 
flat against the drenched lawns, and up aloft 
the bones of stricken trees sprawled discon- 
solately across the telephone wires. Every- 
where the wet macadam was strewn with 
clumps of green and ragged patches of debris, 
and yet from the spark sounded already the 
tranquil whir of a lawnmower as some In- 
dustrious soul resumed his interrupted task. 

Incomplete reports hint at extensive dam- 
age in the more remote confines of the town. 
Toward West Andover large trees were up- 

rooted and limbs of a formidable size were 

wrenched from their sockets to be whirled 
for considerable distances about the country- 
side.

Observe carefully road marks and lights. 
Their aig is to assist you to avoil 
accidents, but they do not relieve you of the 
responsibility of the exercise of due care. 

Exoneration of criminal negligence by the 
court in a fatal or serious accident does not 
relieve the operator from responsibility if 
there was anything not done that could have 
been done within the limits of reasonable 
forethought or action that would have 
prevented the accident.

NEW ELECTRIC SERVICE IN 
METHUEN TODAY 


Electrical Engineers Approve the New 
Transformer Station of Gas Co. 


After a series of unusually exhaustive tests 
by widely known electrical engineers from 
various parts of the country, the official seal 
of approval has been placed upon the new 
transformer station built by the Lawrence 
Gas Company on Osgood street, Methuen. 
According to a statement by Agent Fred H. 
Sargent, the new station was placed in service 
at 6,00 a.m. today. 

For the past several days highly trained 
technical men from the Edison Laboratories, 
under the direction of H. F.Sweetman, have 
made tests on the flow of the new high voltage 
current from the Gas Company’s Electrical 
Station in South Lawrence to the new sta- 
tion. Every modern instrument and device 
for this kind: of work has been used and 
included two massive automol ile trucks on 
which were mounted machinery and testing 
equipment capable of handling current up to 

i volts. 

D. W. Davis was in charge of the Simplex 
Cable Company men, Harry Tounge directed 
the employees of McGonagle & Tounge, A. 
E. Green those of the Condit Electrical Mfg. 
Co., and Charles Smith the Edison Company 
men, while Agent Fred H. Sargent, Engineer 
Horace G. Taylor, Superintendent Leroy 
Colby and Daniel DeCourcy of the local Gas 
Company were daily at the station during the 
period of the tests and all have expressed 
themselves as well pleased with the results. 


The new station, considered by electrical 
engineers as the last word in modern auto- 
matic control transformer stations, was com- 
pleted by the Gas Company at an expense of 
Speresint ay $200,000, and its primary 
object is to furnish a more brilliant and 

sitive lighting sytem for the town of 

ethuen, 

Under the new plan of operation high 
voltage current generated in the electric 
station in South Lawrence will be sent to 
the Methuen transformer station through a 
new 13,200 volt cable that has cost approxi- 
mately $125,000. This high voltage is _re- 
duced to 2,200 volts for domestic use after 
its introduction to the two massive trans- 
formers located in the rear of the new build- 
ing on a cement base and completely guarded 
by a huge wire cage to prevent contact by 
any person with the devices. 

The transformed voltage being distributed 
from the center of the town will give a more 
brilliant and uniform lighting current than 
possible under the old system when the 
central station sent out 2,200 volts which 
by the time it reached Methuen could not 
possibly be as high as now is to be had. 

The two transformers that reduce the 
electric voltage are each 1500 kilowatt oil- 
cooled Pittsburgh transformers, in automatic 
tandem set-up, and each has an oil capacity 
of nearly 2,000 gallons, this amount being 
necessary to transform the 13,200 volts to 
2,200 volts of 60 cycles. Should the oil in 
either transformer get overheated, the 
automatic control will cut the heated trans- 
former off ard put the current load over 
onto the other. Should either of the trans- 
formers get unduly hot, an automatic valve 
allows the oil to pass off into an underground 
tank, where after being cooled it can be 
pumped back. 

Inside the station, a pleasing looking 
square brick building of one and one-half 
stories, are housed the automatic switches, 
switch boards, batteries, small transformers 
and electric meters and devices of great value 
and interest. All this e4aipment is auto- 
matic. For example: if some faguble is 
developed on a lighting system liner circuit 
the switch is automatic and throws out and 
as soon as this happens another device starts 
that thirty seconds later throws the switch 
in. This operation is repeated three times. 
If after the third time the switch stays out 
of contact it requires the services of a trouble 
man. 

All these automatic switches are isolated 
from each other and there is no possible 
danger of interference. Each is covered 
with protectors and each works independent. 
Should it ever be necessary to operate them 
on a manual system, emergency switch 
throwing poles are provided that are abso- 
lutely non-conducting. 

Agent Sargent in commenting on the new 
station said, “Our company has spent 
nearly $200,000 to give Methuen this neces- 
sary improvement. The station is modern in 
every way and we feel it will be appreciated 
by our customers. As soon as the grounds 
around the building are beautified, the side- 
walks built and the station dressed up inside, 
we will have a public inspection for all who 
are interested in such a modern station.”

A Regrettable Lesson 


The Townsman records, with sorrow, 
the accident which took away a young 
life by drowning at Pomp’s Pond last 
Sunday. There remains the thought, 
however, that this accident may serve 
a good end by acting as a lesson and a 
restraint to the users of the beach 
through the rest of the summer. 

Last year, when the idea of the beach 
was first conceived, there was some 
question in the minds of the sponsors 
as to the ultimate success of the ven- 
ture. Its success depended, of course, 
upon the amount of cooperation which 
the committee received from the towns- 
people. The people of the town did not 
delay in showing their support, the idea 
gathered momentum as rapidly as did 
yesterday’s thunderstorm, and the use 
of the beach became so widespread that 
it was necessary to obtain another guard 
to supplement the work of the first one 
before the summer was over. 

This year, at town meeting, the 
financing of the venture: was rightly 
enough turned over to the town to be- 
come the original unit of its recreational 
activities. At the same time the ad- 
ministration of the beach was left in the 
hands of a committee made up par- 
tially of the original group, who had the 
interests of the beach at heart and who 
were willing to give freely of their time 
to make a success of it. There was no 
question this year about the necessity 
for two guards, and these men have 
frequently. found themselves almost 
overwhelmed by the crowds who have 
thronged the beach. 

Last Sunday the town learned that a 
boy had been drowned at Pomp’s Pond. 
Almost before the news was out, stories 
appeared of inefficiency on the part of 
the guards. The story as told by Mr. 
Hardy was garbled in a hundred dif- 
ferent ways to suit the whim of the 
teller and even the committee itself 
became the object of some criticism. 
Those who have not been at the beach 
this year may not appreciate the situa- 
tion fully, but one fact is absolutely 
certain: It is impossible for any number 
of guards to perform efficiently the 
duties which must be attended to in 
such a swimming area unless they have 
the whole-hearted support of everyone 
at all times. When this support exists, 
one guard at a time should be able to 
function properly and to protect the 
safety of those at the beach, just as 
easily as ten or a dozen. 

The committee, in their report of the 
accident have asked that’ the towns- 
people cooperate with them by keeping 
within the very sensible restrictions 
which they have laid out. It would 
obviously be impossible to lay down 
any restrictions on the beach which 
would ‘make it 100 per cent safe for 
everyone unless people were forbidden 
to enter the water. It is, however, 
quite absurd to assume that the two 
men can keep an eye out for the whole 
of the pond, and the request that all 
bathers keep themselves within the 
surveillance of the guards is a very 
reasonable one. 

The committee apparently has no 
reason to believe that the stories which 
have been circulated about the in-

efficiency of the guards are based on 
facts. Certainly they are vitally in- 
terested in the success of the beach as 
a safe recreational area, and certainly 
they would not be interésted in em 
ploying guards to protect the lives of 
their fellow townspeople unless these 
men showed the proper aptitude for 
their work. The Townsman is prone 
to think that the bathers have not been 
as helpful this year as they were last 
year. Possibly ‘it is merely because 
the crowds have been larger, but more 
probably it is because the American 
people are too apt to regard a town 
enterprise as entirely outside their 
interest and as having no need for their 
cooperation. Such cannot be the case 
in a project of this sort, and the Towns- 
man has every reason to believe that 
Sunday’s happenings should do much 
to bring about the proper spirit in the 
users of the beach.

Having been duly adminished, we 
venture with humble and chastened 
spirit to comment upon the playstead 
which is beginning to sprout in the 
wilderness between the bandstand and 
the Punchard School. The patronage

FREAK THUNDERSTORM

of splendid pines was hurled prostrate, 
whether by the force of the gale or by a bolt 
of lightning is not known for certain. 

One of the most severe sufferers from the 
storm was the electric lizht,department. An 
arrester on one of the big central trans- 
formers was ruined, and. many of the trans- 
formers outside were burned out. The wires 
also were in many places dragged down by 
the weight of falling trees and branches. The 
destruction was not expected to. be com- 
pletely repaired for some time. 

A crude estimate of the damage, after a 
brief survey of the wreckage strewn in the 
wake of the storm, suggests that in some 
localities it will achieve the proportions of a 
real disaster. Those who su ered most 
severely observed with some alarm the 
thunder heads that continued to charge up 
over the horizon, but their apprehensions 
were not fulfilled, as the event proved. The 
more optimistic have been heard to venture 
the opinion that the recent shower ouzht to 
“freshen things up considerably”’, and it has 
even been reported on good authority that 
one rueful but altruistic property holder 
found it in his heart to be glad for the 
farmers. 


Pomp’s Pond Recreation Comrnittee 
Reports on Drowning 

The Pomp’s Pond Recreation Committee 
has been making an investigation of the very 
regrettable drowning accident that occurred 
at the pond Sunday, July 13. The members 
of the committee are unanimous in believing 
the main outlines of the affair to be as given 
below, and sincerely hope the truth will 
quickly replace the many and various stories 
so quickly circulated about the unfortunate 
affair. 

The water frontage open to the public and 
protected by the guards is quite definitely 
set oT by the extent of the beach and the 
clearing of the shore shrubbery. This area 
is kept well cleaned and is carefully watched. 
There are, of course, other bathing spots on 
the pond, the nearest of which is about fifty 
yards toward Camp Andover. Apparently 
Joseph Burbine, with one or two other boys, 
walked along a path shut off from the shore, 
and found a raft at this second swimming 
hole. This raft was pushed or poled out from 
shore, entirely unnoticed by the two or three 
hundred people enjoying themselves at the 
public swimming area. The boy tumbled 
from the raft some thirty or thirty-five feet 
from shore, where the water was eight to ten 
feet deep. Then the other boy or boys 
poled the raft toward shore, attracting the 
attention of a woman nearby. She hastened 


of the accident. 

The guard on duty immediately ran along 
the shore to the spot of the accident. The 
second guard, who was at his tent preparing 
dinner, also hastened to the spot of the 
accident and search for the body started at 
once. Probably as many as fifteen minutes 
elapsed before the body was found, and at- 
tempts at revivication were started without 
delay. This work was continued in the auto 
in which the body was conveyed to the fire 
house, where the pulmotor was used for ap- 
proximately an hour, but without success. 

The accident took place, as mentioned 
above, some little distance from the public 
reservation, and was entirely unobserved by 
any of the two or three hundred people then 
present. Apparently there was no outcry 
made and the first notice of the accident 
reached the protected beach with the arrival 
of one who had been on shore near the spot of 
the accident. . 

As a committee we believe that the acci- 
dent was unavoidable. All rafts had been 
rigidly kept away from the public area, and 
we are asking those outside our bounds to 
remove.all rafts from the shores of the pond. 
We have endeavored to keep all public ac- 
tivity in the spot easily and quickly controlled 
by the life guards, and hope that all our 
citizens will realize that in the restriction of 
the individual lies the safety of the public. 
We ask that all show their cooperation by 
willingly acceding to the requests of those in 
whom the safety of the swimming hole is 
confided. 

The committee, as the representatives of 
the town, extend their dezpest sympathy to 
the bereaved family for the very sad and 
unfortunate accident.

Poultrymen at Twelfth Annual Con- 


vention During Farm and Home 
Week at M. A. C. 


Six hundred poultrymen will attend the 
twelfth annual summer convention to be held 


at Amherst during Farm ard Home Week at 


the Massachusetts Agricultural College July 
29 to August I. The poultry program runs 
the latter three days and presents among 
the speakers Professor W. C. Thompson of 
the New Jersey College of Agriculture, Presi- 
dent John Storer of the Massachusetts Asso- 
Breeders, James C. 
Farmer of the New Hampshire Department 


of Agriculture, and Associate Editor John H. 


Robinson of the Reliable Poultry Journal 
Publishing Company. Poultrymen will come 
from each county in automobile caravans led 
by the county association officers or county 
agents. A considerable number is expected 
from states surrounding Massachusetts. 

Professor Thompson, who recently attend- 
ed the World Poultry Conference at Barce- 
lona, Spain, will portray the significance of 
such a gathering. Editor Robinson will 
point our New England’s opportunity in the 
present trend of the industry. Mr. Farmer 
will outline his cooperative egg-marketing 
methods, successful in New Hampshire and 
applicable in adjacent states. Dr. R. J 
McFall of the department of agricultural 
economics of this college will then analyze 
Mr. Farmer’s proposals from an economist’s 
viewpoint. 

How the Middle West’s expansion into 
poultry will affect local production and mar- 
kets is another significant phase of the in- 
dustry. James Warren of North Brookfield 
will develop it. Miss Marion C. Pulley will 
outline the United States egg grades at this 
time, appearing as the last speaker on the 
afternoon program of July 30. 

On Thursday morning Dr. A. D. Holmes 
of the FE. L. Patch Company of Stoneham will 
describe the manufacturing and testing of 
cod liver oils, now widely us:d as chick food, 
for its highly vitamin potency. Professors 
W. C. Santuary, L. Banta, and J. C. Graham 
of Amherst will announce and explain recent 
findings in incubation and discuss the funda- 
mentals of rearing chicks. 

Dr. G. E. Gage of the Department of 
Veterinary Science of this college opens the 
afternoon session, followed’ by Professor 
Thompson on the value of egg-laying contes's, 
and President Storer on the status of the 
Massachusetts Association of Certified Poul- 
try Breeders. Professor W. C. Monahan, 
secretary of the association, will at that time 
announce the standards of health to be main- 
tained by poultry breeders to merit certifica- 
tion by the association. He will also an- 
nounce the new association’s manager and 
the time he and the organization will begin 
operations. 

Dr. F. A. Hays is to present on Friday 
morning the discoveries made at the new 
poultry experiment station farm, County 
Agent Roland A. Payne of Hampshire 
County, who has cleaned most of his county 
of diseased birds, will present his methods of 
control.

A service of growing importance to the 
rural resident, which may be attributed 
directly to the development of the motor 
truck, is the traveling library. 

Many of these libraries have been put 
in service within the last few years and a 
steady advance is noted in ghe style and 
convenience of the vehicles. 

One of the finest examples of the library on 
wheels yet evolved was recently placed in 
operation by Multnomah County, Oregon. 
this specially constructed library has shelf 
space, for 450 books and comfortable 
standing room for five persons. The spacious 
and attractive body is mounted on a Graham 
Brothers Truck chassis, which was chosen by 
the library commission because of its excel- 
lent reputation for low-cost, dependable 
service under severe conditions.

The county library has placed an order for 
new books of fiction, travel and other 
popular subjects in large quantities to fill 
duplicate orders. Miss Mulheron has con- 
sulted faculty members of the Oregon 
Agricultural College atout books of especial 
value to farmers, relating to the culture of 
fruit, nuts, vegetables, dairying, beekeeping, 
stock-raising and similar subjects, and hopes 
to make this a vital part of the college 
extension service. A Multnomah county 
farmer will find it easy to take a corre- 
spondence course as he can obtain the books 
for study without haying to purchase them 
for his own library.

British and American warships shared 
In the ceremony, and events were en- 
acted bye living descendants of Scot- 
tish pioneers, The monument has been 
unveiled in the market place of Pic- 
tou, the town founded by the pioneers 
on the Gulf of St. Lawrence, whence 
they spread throughout Nova Scotia. 
The Hector brought over about 200 
souls. This marked the beginning of 
Scottish immigration to Nova Scotia 
and Canada.

Deaths at Railroad Crossings 


If you do not intend to be one of the 3000 
motorists who will meet death on a steam 
railroad grade crossing in 1924 it is up to 
you to be careful, warns the A. L. A. If you 
get hurt at one of these numerous danger 
spots, it will very likely be your own fault, 
and if motorists don’t watch out and make 
strenuous efforts to use more care when ap- 
proaching crossings, they will, in the near 
future, be called upon to pay damages for 
their negligence. If you have an idea that 
you and your Ford or your Rolls Royce have 
more privileges and are of greater importance 
than the steam train on its right of way, and 
that the guarded or unguarded grade cross- 
ings mean nothing to you, and that careless- 
ness on your part is a virtue, you are wrong— 
dead wrong—and a collision between your 
car and a fast express will prove to all, except 
perhaps yourself, that you are wrong. 


The accidents themselves should teach a 
lesson that no driver of a car ought to ignore 
or forget, and yet they are of such frequent 
occurrence that the settled conviction is 
forced upon us that there are some people 
who drive cars, expensive as well as cheap 
ones, whose heads are so thick that nothing 
ean penetrate beyond the hair line. 


Railroad grade crossings accidents are 
almost wholly within the absolute control of 
“ the car driver. To his own criminal careless- 

ness is due.the majority of such accidents. 
Guarded or unguarded, the grade crossing is 
a known danger to all who drive cars. There 
can be no excuse for approaching one at a 
speed that will not allow the driver to stop 
within ten feet after applying the brakes, and 
that before he reaches the roadbed.

times daily, and that the estimated toll of 
deaths in these accidents during 1924 is close 
to 3000, with many serious injuries and vast 
property damage, the necessity for caution 
and warning is plainly to be seen. 

This is further emphasized from records 
which show that whole families in more than 
one instance have been wiped out in one such 
accident, and that in the month of July, 1923, 
on the Pennsylvania Railroad grade cross- 
ings, fatalities increased 119 per cent over 
the previous July. 

The man who drives a car with its precious 
burden of relatives and friends in such a 
careless manner as to leave them strewn over 
the roadway dead and crippled should go to 
jail if his own life is a Not only is he a 
creature who never should be entrusted with 
a car, but he is one of the most cowardly in 
existence to take even the slightest chance 
with the lives of other people. 


While men seldom deliberately seek death, 
such disregard of human life forms a chapter 
in the history of automobiling that would 
better be ended. That safe driving is 
possible even when conditions are severe, is 
not unknown and practised by thousands of 
careful and considerate car owners who 
recognize the fact that a life or lives trusted 
to their keeping means more to them than a 
minute or two of time. 


While the careless driver is put as low as 
‘our per cent of the total number of drivers 
in the country, which means 24,000 in 
Massachusetts and 750,000 in the United 
States, the results in death, injuries and 
damage to property is reckoned as one-half 
as great as that caused by all other motorists 
and the problem seems to be how to reach 
these reckless ones and impress upon them 
the duty they owe the general public. 

Drunken drivers are included in this class 
and the uprising against them from end to 
end of the nation will eventually have its 
effect. The purely careless and the ignorant 
should also be under the ban of all motorists 
who value life and if all would have the 


courage and take the time to rt cases of 
recklessness and then let the State Motor 
Vehicle authorities mete out proper penalties 


and give them publicity, something would be 
accomplished toward reducing these fright- 
ful catastrophes. 

If all car drivers would get the fact firmly 
fixed in their minds that railroads have the 
right of way over crossings; that they are not 
obliged to stop to let motor vehicles pass; that 
they are running on a fixed schedule; that 
their management are open to any reasonable 
suggestions to improve conditions that make 
for safety; that only a few of the-many 
thousands of crossings are really dangerous 
for a careful driver, and nearly all have some 
form of warning denoting danger to all who 
will observe, they will see, if at all sensible, 
that only the careless driver is unreasonable. 

Maine has 1500 grade crossings and last 
year twelve people were killed and seven 
injured in auto accidents. Massachusetts has 
1768 such crossings and in 1922 there were 
20 killed and 31 injured. New Hampshire 
has 1019 crossings at grade and 12 people 
were killed in auto accidents in 1923, Ver- 
mont has no record of the number of such 
crossings but in 1923 eight persons met death 
and 13 were injured in collisions with trains 
at such places. 

In the Committee report of the 1923 Con- 
vention of the National Association of Rail- 
way Commissioners is the following: ‘“Ex- 
perience has shown that notwithstanding all 
the warning that can be conceived, these 
unfortunate accidents will occur due to care- 
lessness of those operating motor vehicles. 
If there is anything that can be done to st 
their recklessness, it should be done. We 
believe it would help to bring this about to 
have the railroads collect damages of the 
automobilist by suit if necessary, when the 


"| cause of the accident is clearly due to his 


negligence. The damage to the railroad in 
such cases is often substantial. Not infre- 
quently trains are derailed by colliding with 
motor vehicles, resulting not only in great 
property damage to the railroad, but loss of 
life to some of its train crew of passengers.” 

In the meantime let all drivers of cars who 
approach grade crossings endeavor to’ do 
away with these various forms of carelessness. 


RuLtes TO REMEMBER 


Read and obey these rules and live to cross 
safely many crossings. 

Remember never to race a train; the road 
may suddenly turn across the tracks. 

Remember to let the train that has just 
gone by get out of sight before crossing; an- 
other may be coming from the opposite 
direction. 

Remember if the track is not visible in 
both directions, slow down till you have a 
clear view. ae 

Remember if a train is in sight, don’t 


undertake to cross. Your anxiety to get 
across may unnerve you. WAIT. 

Remember there has never yet been a 
crossing accident that couldn’t have been 
avoided with proper care. 

Remember not to de 
the watchman, A mistake may cost 
job—but your life. 

Remember double tracks provide for trains 
in both directions. 

Remember crossing signs are for you, not 
the railroad. Watch them. 

Remember the law gives the right of way 
to railway trains at crossings. 

Remember to “Look out for the Engine”’. 
The rest should be easy. 

If all motorists would use one hundredth 
part as much care to protect themselves and 
their passengers at grade crossings as the 
railroads do to protect them, not a single 
accident would happen. It is clearly up to 
the drivers of motor cars in a majority of 
cases if they meet with injury.

Do Women Buy or Make Most of the 
Family Clothes? 


While Massachusetts women today buy 
more of their family’s clothing than their 
mothers used to, a survey of their habits in 
this connection shows a surprisingly large 
number continue to make most of their.cloth- 
ing. They do so not only because their own 
dresses usually become them better and cost 
less, but because they enjoy sewing. .A sur- 
vey of 318 homes conducted by home demon- 
stration and club agents of the county Ex- 
tension Services assisted by women students 
of Framingham Normal School and the 
Massachusetts Agricultural College under the 
direction of Migs Marion L, Tucker, state 
clothing specialist of the Extension Service of 
the Agricultural College, ‘brings out these 
data. It is just completed, and will be 
Massachusetts’s contribution to a study by 
the American on Economies’ Association 
of home maker’s practices throughout the 
country. 


The Massachusetts women who reported 
live in eight of the fourteen counties of the 
state, for the most part in towns of less than 
5000 people; 86 live on farms. The average 
size of their families was four and seven- 
tenths individuals, the Jargest number of 
children recorded being nine and the small- 
est one. Of the 318 surveys 231 were 
answered in full, the others in part. 

Four-fifths of these women make under- 
garments, aprons, house dresses, summer 
dresses, blouses and skirts for themselvés and 
other adults in the family. Two-thirds of 
them occasionally make silk and wool 
dresses but a substantial majoirty buy their 
suits and coats readymade. Three-fifths of 
the women make undergarments and cotton 
dresses for the children but prefer to buy 
coats and woolen dresses. A larger number 
also buy than make cotton and woolen suits 
for the boys and woolen suits for the girls. 
A majority make their husbands’ and adult 
sons’ shirts and pajamas, but only a handful 
make underwear, coats or trousers. Fewer 
still make over their husbands’ garments 
while nearly all find it profitable to re- 
model their own and the children’s clothing. 

Only one home did not have a sewing 
machine, and only 29 of the 318 used power 
attachments. A motoris great economy, par- 
ticularly if the family has several children 
and the mother must sew for them all, says 
Miss Tucker. 

“Do you sew because you enjoy it?’’ the 
canvassers asked. ‘Yes,’ answered 261. 
“Because it is an economy,” 281 added. 
“Because my own clothes please me better,” 
154 affirmed, and many emphasized -.that 
they could use better material, put better 
workmanship in the garment, that their 
clothing would last longer and that it would 
fit better than what they could buy. In 
making their clothing, these women had most 
difficulty in choosing a becoming design, in 
altering patterns and in fitting, particularly 
the sleeves. 

While 148 said there was a dressmaker in 
the community, only 38 employed one. The 
seamstress’s average charge was $4.03 a day 
or at the rate generally of $5 for making a 
silk or wool dress and $10 for making a party 
gown. 

Further on the questionnaire asked, ‘“‘Do 
you buy ready-mades for yourself?” The 
answers ran:

The lack of shopping facilities may explain 
why more clothing is not purchased, but the 
convenience of mail order houses offsets that 


‘reason, These women were on the average 


six and eight-tenths miles from a store carry- 

ing yard goods and ten and six-tenths miles 

from a shop with ready-made clothing. Only 

57 of these 318 buy ready-mades from mail 

order concerns, skowice the practice in 

Ecoeenchuastie is the reverse of that in the 
est. 

What clothing they buy readymade they 
purchased because it gave greater satisfac- 
tion, because there was less trouble involved, 
and to save time. Many women stated that 
if they had more time they would make more 
of their clothes. Miss Tucker has observed 
that not in all of these cases of so much sewing 
are women using their time to the greatest 
profit.. They might more economically buy 
more clothes than ay do. In 228 cases the 
women did their dry cleaning and pressing at 
home. Orly 26 knew how much they spent 
annually for the family’s clothing and only 
35 knew. what they spent for their own. 
Other answers indicated that few know what 
savings and guidance can be found in plan- 


ning. 

‘Miss Tucker believes that the practices 
described in the survey portray the habits of 
women in rural districts and smaller towns 
and cities throughout the state, but that city 
women enjoying the convenient access to the 
Shops buy a larger percentage of their 
clothing.

Andover Taxpayers Badly Buncembed 


Tf ever the voters of any town were 
buncombed the voters of,¢ndover were 
buncombed at our last town meeting when 
beguiled into voting $20,000 for the laying of 
a water main through more than a mile of 
unusable scrub land to furnish water to a 
dozen families living on the outmost fringe 
of Andover territory. The work of laying 
this main pipe is now in full swing and the 
cost of it will be duly charged up in our forth- 
coming tax bill. So remote from the center 
are these families, that the majority of the 
voters have never even seen their section of 
the town. 

Year in and year out the wells of this 
locality have supplied water to these people 
and till recently its quality has never been 
questioned. No sickness has ever been 
traceable to its use. The land in all this 
section is high and free from pollution of any 
kind. It must be conceded that it is more 
inconvenient to draw or pump water from a 
well than to secure it bfy turning a faucet and 
this fact should be given due weight in this 
day when work of any kind is scrupulously 
shunned. The proponents of this scheme, 
however, were too wise to base their claims 
for town water upon this fact of inconven- 
ience alone. A more appealing reason must 
be sought and this was not hard to find. 
Knowing the ease with which six families 
secured town water at an expense of $10,000 
a year ago by an appeal to the voters’ pity 
they eagerly seized upon this clue and came to 
our town meeting weighted with a story so 

athetic as to draw tears even from the 
hard-hearted Pharaoh himself. Men gifted 
with volubility of utterance were secured to 
launch this pathetic appeal and the claimants, 
supported by the Superintendent of Schools, 
stood ready and eager to reinforce their plea. 
The whole affair was finely staged to create 
an emotional wave strong enough to inhibit 
the mental processes and sweep off their 
feet such voters as have “lightly ballasted 
brains.’ 

Being informed through the columns of 
The Townsman that our finance committee 
had thoroughly investigated the proposition, 
weighed its claims, sifted its evidence 
and calculated its cost and, as a result, had, 
to a man, decided against it, the voters of 
Andover rested confidently in their judgment. 
None of us felt it necessary to traverse this 
territory and see for ourselves either the 
urgency or the needlessness of this tremen- 


.|dous outlay of the town’s money. Hence, 


apart from the finance committee, these 
claiments for town water had to deal with a 
mass of voters totally ignorant of the facts. 
Here was fertile soil to work upon. The 
claiments were fully aware of this and were 
quick to profit by it. All they needed for 
success was to launch a pathetic appeal 
straight into the hearts of the voters. This 
they did with consummate skill by throwing 
upon the screen a picture of ‘“‘thirty-five 
children” actually thirsting for a drink of 
pure cool water. They claimed that the 
water actually used by these children was 
brought to them in ‘“‘rusty cans” and that 
water of any kind was hard to secure since 
many wells in the neighborhood were dry 
much of the time. Following this rehearsal 
of pathetic conditions a further appeal was 
made to capture the less emotional voters by 
the declaration ‘that this remote locality 
would soon be rapidly covered with new 
houses when town water should be furnished 
them. and from these newcomers a fair 
moneyed return would be realized by the 
town upon the $20,000 expended. This 
double appeal proved ponderous enough to 
crush underfoot the unanimous decision of 
the financial committee and to outvote every 
clear-headed business voter who showed 
interest and courage enough to vote at all. 
Thus the vote was passed and the $20,000 
job is now in full swing much to the delight 
of a dozen families and our School Superin- 
tendent. Meanwhile 85 per cent of the cost 
will be charged up to the real-estate owners 
of Andover this year. 

Now what are the facts? Within a stone’s 
throw of the schoolhouse live two families. 
Upon these I personally called and upon 
inquiry found them both supplied with pure 
cold water in great abundance, drawn from 
wells that “never run dry.” The people 
occupying the home nearest the schoolhouse 
are recent comers to the neighborhood. 
They come from the city where they secured 
water by turning a faucet. Naturally they 
hgh the faucet to the pump. This the 
ady of the house frankly admitted to me. 
The people living next door and from whose 
well the school has been supplied with drink- 
ing water, had been living there “seventeen 
years.’ In all that time their well ‘had 
never run dry.’’ This well had doubtless 
been there for over fifty years. Its water I 
found to be excellent, abundant and cool. 
I questioned the boy who carried this water 
daily to the school children, saw the identical 
“rusty milkcan”’ so pathetically portrayed in 
our last town meeting, found the lad fully 
satisfied both with his job and his wages. 
Thus within a pistol shot of these thirsty 
children panting for a cool drink was an 
abundance of cool, healthful drinking-water. 
For less than 50 cents a day an ice tank 
filled with this well water would have met 
every need of the school children and saved 
$20,000 this year to the tax payers. But 
this spells economy and town. economy is an 
item that finds no lodgment in the mind of 
Andover’s school authorities. If this state- 
ment is questioned, let the money expended 
to build an unneeded hall in the new school- 
house at Shawsheen answer for it. 


Within equal distance of the schoolhouse 
on River street I found an equal number of 
families, some twelve in number, who were 
to receive no benefit whatever from this 
$20,000 outlay. Their hope lay, as they 
told me, in a fresh appropriation by the 
town of money sufficient to bring this water 
to them next year. As the situation now is, 
the iamilies supplied with never-failing 
wells are to have town water while the 
families whose wells ‘‘ran dry last summer”? 
are to be deprived of town water. 

Being in pursuit of facts I called finally 
upon Mr. Shattuck, a present member of the 
Board of Public Works. The positiveness 
with which he declared the needlessness and 
folly of this tremendous outlay of the town’s 


money was quite refreshing. He was w 
to be quoted as having offered i. ae | 
freely to the school-children. fresh psa 
water every day. Mr. Shattuck is a man a 
means and a man of honor. Why, then, was 
his offer not accepted? Why was not an 
up-to-date iced tank provided and filled 
daily with well or se water at little or no 
expense to the town Why oblige the town to 
lay a main water pipe at a cost of $2. q 
running foot through a mile of unbuildable 
scrub land to carry town water to children 
already richly supplied? | challenge the 
school authorities to justify this unexampled 
expenditure of the town’s money and [ 
deprecate the method used to railroad this 
scheme through our last town meeting, [ 
have claimed from the first and still claim 
that the American Woolen Company nor 
any other agency can add enough tax-paying 
roperty to our town to reduce its tax rate so 
long as Andover pursues her present policy 
But this policy she will continue to pursue till 
the business men among us throw off their 
indifference and take a hand in town govern 
ment.
